THE residents of Banbury are 
being urged to save St Mary's 
Church, which needs £60,000 
of repairs.

HORROR ATTACK

A CARPENTER who was attacked 
100 yards from his home while 
walking his dog has said he is now 
too frightened to leave his house. 

David Johnson was taking his two- 
year-old Springer Spaniel Ted out for a 
walk before bedtime, when he was ap- 
proached by three men, he said. 

Mr Johnson, 47, who is taking time 
off work due to a major knee operation 
last December, said the men called him 
by the wrong name and then started to 
hit him. 

He said: “They said; ‘you’re Steve Wil- 
son, you owe somebody money’ and I 
said ‘no, I’m David Johnson’ but they 
just started hitting me. 

“T was on the phone to my friend at the 
time but they snatched it off me. 

“Someone hit me with something on 
the back of the head and then they all 
started kicking me. 

“It all happened so quickly.” 

The attack happened in East Street, 
Grimsbury, at about 11.50pm on Friday, 
March 11. 

Neighbours rushed to Mr Johnson’s 
aid, taking him into their home while 
they called the police.

He suffered cuts to his face and lip, 
grazes to his elbow and cuts to his knee. 

His dog ran off during the attack and 
ee found by a woman living along the 
road. 


a muscly build, about five foot eight to 
five foot 10, and in his thirties. He was 
wearing a black T-shirt and dark jeans, 
and put on a grey hooded top before 
running off towards Middleton Road. 

PC Reece Millar, from Banbury police 
station, said: “It is believed this was a 
case of mistaken identity. 

“We are keen for anyone who may 
have information regarding this to 
please come forward. 

“One other man and a woman were 
thought to have been near the offender 
at the time of the incident. 

“We would like to speak to them as 
they may have useful information to 
help us with this investigation.” 

Anyone with information should con- 
tact police on 101. 


Mr Johnson, who moved into his 
Grimsbury home three weeks ago and 
lives alone with Ted, added: “I had a 
knee replacement in December, I was 
still doing physio but this has really 
affected it. I was still limping. I only 
take Ted round the block at night but 
even then that takes us hours. 

“But we don’t go out now, I’m too 
frightened unless I’m with one of my 
friends. It’s put me right off — it’s ter- 
rible — hopefully someone will come 
forward and say something.”

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Wonders of the cosmos 
leave students inspired

A COSMOLOGIST who has helped to 
capture stunning images of far-flung 
galaxies spoke to aspiring space scien- 
tists in Banbury. 

Dr Chris Pearson, who works for RAL 
Space on the Harwell Oxford campus, 
addressed students and visitors at 
Space Studio Banbury, a new second- 
ary school for 14 to 18 year olds inter- 
ested in science, maths, engineering 
and space. 

Dr Pearson said: “Space is a great 
hook to get young people interested in 
science. 

“Once it’s there that scientific curios- 
ity can lead them to all sorts of differ- 
ent fields.” 

The talk on Thursday which explored 
questions including ‘what does the 
universe contain’ and ‘how are galax- 
ies, stars and planets formed’, was met 
with an eager reception. 

Dr Pearson said: “It usually gets a 
very enthusiastic response — it’s great. 

“Everyone loves to hear about space — 
space and dinosaurs.” 

Dr Pearson’s presentation contained 
images of galaxies and nebulas taken 
using the SPIRE infrared ‘camera’ that 
allows scientists to explore remote 
reaches of the cosmos. 

Dr Pearson spoke at the school’s Open 
Observatory Evening, in which visi- 
tors were invited to handle lunar soils, 
take part in space-themed engineering 
challenges, and observe the night sky 
through the school’s observatory tel- 
escope. 

Hayley Smith, assistant head- 
teacher at the school in Rus- 
kin Road, said: “We decided 
to organise the events be- 
cause we have found that 
space is a really inspira- 
tional context that helps 
to get people interested 
in science.

Dr Pearson said: “Getting kids into 
science at a young age is key. I do a lot 
of outreach in schools and I think it’s 
important to talk to children about the 
sort of things that you can do as a sci- 
entist.”

under the Government's Listed 
Places of Worship Roof Repair 
scheme - £100,000 — which was 
great news. 

“What was not such good 
news was that when the 
structural engineers carried out 
a survey of the roof, they found 
that all the principal structural 
timbers were unstable and 
without any sound bearing. 

“1 think it is not too much of 
an exaggeration to suggest that 
if we hadn't commenced this 
repair work at the time, there 
could have been a complete 
catastrophic collapse of the 
whole roof of St Mary's.” 

A temporary church roof was 
erected in December so the 
repair team could inspect the 
gutter linings and timberwork, 
with scaffolding alone costing 


more than £1,000 a week. 

Mr Baldry said the architects 
and contractors had now 
revised the project to allow for 
the introduction of new steel 
work to support the church roof 
and resolve issues with the 
timber. 

He said: “This extra work, 
unsurprisingly, involves extra 
costs and it is estimated the 
project is going to cost a further 
£60,000.

A PAEDOPHILE was jailed 
for making more than 3,000 
indecent photos of children 
and plotting a sexual offence 
against a young girl. 

Simon Veale, 43, of 
Edmunds Road, Banbury, was 
sentenced at Oxford Crown 
Court on Friday after the 
judge branded him “a danger 
to children”. 

He was sentenced to five 
years in prison, plus six years 
on extended licence (an extra 
precaution to protect the 
public from him). 

In 2014 Veale tried to 
initiate sexual activity with a 
girl under the age of 13. 

Between July 2012 and 
March 2014 he made 2,349 
indecent photos of children 
ona mobile phone, and in the 
decade prior to that he made 


677 indecent photos ona 
computer. He emailed 42 of 
the videos and videos to 23 
other people between 
August 2011 and March 2014. 

Investigating officer 
Detective Sargent Julia 
McDowall, from Thames 
Valley Police’s paedophile 
online investigation team, 
said: “Offences involving 
indecent images of children 
are not a victim-less crime, the 
sharing of these images is the 
result of very serious offences 
against children having taken 
place and the further 
distribution of these images 
fuels such offences. 

“The judge recognised 
Veale is a danger to children 
and the sentence he received 
reflects the severity of his 
actions.”

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Two villages 
in ‘best’ chart 


TWO Oxfordshire villages have 
made it into the top 40 best villages 
in Britain, according to The Times 
newspaper. 

The Sibfords, six miles west of 
Banbury, topped the list in the 
south and Great Tew, near 
Chipping Norton, came third. 

The former, a cluster of villages 
made up of Sibford Gower, Sibford 
Ferris and Burdrop, on the north 
edge of the Cotswolds, was praised 
for its picturesque properties, 
village shop and gastropub the 
Wykham Arms. 

Its doctor’s surgery — cited as one 
of the best in Oxfordshire - also 
received a mention as well as 
independent schools Bloxham and 
Tudor Hall. 

The average house price in the 
village, according to Rightmove is 
£670,750 and those looking to move 
to the area could buy a farmhouse, 
complete with paddocks and 
stables on the market at £1.29m. 

Great Tew, just nine miles from 
The Sibfords and also in the 
Cotswolds, impressed the list’s 
compilers with its “proper 
countryside” feel. 

Cornbury Music Festival and the 
100-acre members club Soho 
Farmhouse were adjudged to have 
set West Oxfordshire apart and 
made it the place to be. 

The illustrious list of celebrities, 
including the actor Sir Patrick 
Stewart, comedy producer John 
Lloyd and the fashion designer 
Patrick Grant - who have all lived 
in the village — were also 
mentioned.

MORE than 1,000 people 
have joined a campaign to 
save a theatre in Banbury 
from being demolished. 

The historic Grand Theatre 
in Broad Street could be lost 
to anew development 
project, which would see 
three retail units and 14 flats 
built in its place. 

Chairman of Banbury Civic 
Society, Rob Kinchin-Smith, 
said he thought the support 
of the community showed 
the importance of a theatre 
in the area and urged 
residents to raise the funds 
needed to bring it back into 
use. He said: “The theatre 
hasn't been properly used as 
a theatre since the 1960s and 
has been used as a bingo hall 
and Chicago Rock ever since. 

“But there has always been 
a feeling locally that the 
theatre should go back to the 
way it once was and this 
campaign seems to have 
captured the imagination of 
the community.” 

The application for the 
development replaces 
previous planning consent 
for two retail units, two 
mews houses and six flats. 

The change in application is 
thought to be a bid to 
increase the site’s 
attractiveness to potential 
buyers for the property, 
which was up for sale for 
£800,000. 

Mr Kinchin-Smith said he 
thought re-instating the 
theatre would be beneficial 
for people in the area. 

He said: “The theatre could 
be used as a theatre ora

use. It would be a real shame 
to lose it to another 
development.”

1,055 members. 

He said: “I believe in 
Banbury and Banbury people 
and I think we can save it.

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Opportunities beckon 
at 400 homes scheme

A MAJOR new development for 
400 homes on the edge of Banbury 
is set to provide residents with 
new opportunities, according a 
county councillor. 

The scheme includes 60 sheltered 
housing and extra care accommoda- 
tion units, 500 square metres of em- 
ployment and training premises, and 
open space. 

The plans by Bloor Homes to develop 
the 26-hectare site just off Stratford 
Road, Drayton, were in the pipeline 
three years ago and Bloxham and Eas- 
ington county councillor Kieron Mal- 
lon, pictured, said he believed the de- 
velopment could bring prosperity for 
residents. 

He said: “I think all parts of Banbury 
are seeing growth and new houses 
help that along — with this sort of thing 
comes new opportunities for residents. 

“These housing estates will also help 


the road infrastructure as it would be 
of a better quality and would allow 
traffic to flow freely without being 
snarled up at pinch points.” 

But Banbury Civic Society spokes- 
man Rob Kinchin-Smith said he had 
reservations about the impact the new 
homes would have on the history of the 
area. He said: “The site is on a ridge 
and is highly visible from Wroxton Ab- 
bey and the Drayton Arch, which is a 
Grade II park and garden. 

“The building of flats up to four sto- 
reys high in the same area has the po- 
tential to cause harm to the setting of 
historical buildings.” 

The site is next to the Bretch 
Hill estate, which was origi- 
nally built as part of the Lon- 
don overspill plan of the 1960s 
and was expanded in the | 
1980s. Now more than half of 
the estate’s homes are owner- 
occupied and the remainder 
are owned by a housing a 
association. 

In its plan, Bloor 


Homes said: “Contributions to local 
infrastructure are considered to be the 
most sustainable way of meeting Ban- 
bury’s housing needs and addressing 
the issues facing the town. 

“Cherwell District Council has 
sought to identify sites, which will 
maximise benefits in terms of provid- 
ing new homes and affordable hous- 
ing, address deprivation, encourage 
economic growth and achieve good 
urban design and to balance this with 
the need to minimise the use of natural 
resources, the harm to nearby villages 
and the surrounding landscape and 
pressure on the road network.” 

Road access to the site will be built 

on Bretch Hill, between Berkeley 
Close and Bramber Close, and on 
Edinburgh Way. 

The layout of the nearby Strat- 
ford Road and Bretch Hill junc- 
tion will also be revamped to 
provide a roundabout, and the 
crossing on Stratford 
Road will become a 
controlled crossing.

AN ENGINEERING group is 
stepping up its support for 
apprenticeships as part of a 
mission to double the num- 
ber of positions it offers.

Night moves to save lives 


New £4.5m state-of-the-art 
helicopter will provide 
24-hour lifesaving cover

MORE lives could be saved as 
Oxfordshire’s air ambulance 
launches its first night flights. 

The Thames Valley Air Ambu- 
lance, which is a charity, will now 
be able to fly around the clock from 
its base at RAF Benson with a new 
state-of-the-art helicopter. 

The new £4.5m helicopter means 
seven extra hours of flying up to 
2am. Currently they can only be 
called out up to 7pm. 

Helicopter Emergency Medical 
Services paramedic Lisa Brown 
said: “There has obviously been 
a lot of learning to do and there 
is still a lot to learn. I have done 
my first night flying mission now 
which was great putting every- 
thing into practice. It gives us 
much more scope with what we 
can provide.” 

The Thames Valley service 
launched in 1999 and has so far 
flown more than 15,000 missions — 
averaging three flights a day. 

Up until now the police helicop- 
ter has been the only emergency 
service to be able to fly at night. 

TVAA chairman Sir Tim Jenner 
said: “This allows us to reach more 
patients and more people out there 
in the hours of darkness, up until 
now we have been constrained by

our helicopter at night. As far as I 
know this is the first of its type in 
the country and cost £4.5m to buy, an 
extra half a million to kit it out and 
kit out our crew. 

“It has been two years in the plan- 
ning, two years getting the helicopter 
and about six months of training.” 


The charity has recruited eight 
more members and upgraded to the 
new helicopter — which will be flown 
by pilots wearing £28,000 night-vi- 
sion goggles — alongside Hampshire 
and Isle of Wight Air Ambulance. 

As part of the training, paramed- 
ics, HEMS paramedics and military 


personnel from RAF Benson have 
been working together to share expe- 
riences and expertise. 

Last week teams worked together 
on staged scenarios to demonstrate 
pre-hospital care including in-flight 
emergency response between the 
teams.

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ZOOTROPOLIS (PG, 108 mins) 
Animation/Thriller/Action/

CREATURES great and small 
live in perfect harmony in 
Byron Howard and Rich Moore’s 
anthropomorphic animated 
feature that continues Disney’s 
winning streak under the 
creative leadership of John 
Lasseter. 

Zootropolis is a beautifully 
crafted parable that elegantly 
combines a noir detective 
thriller, buddy cop comedy and 
coming of age story with the 
studio’s trademark visual 
splendour. 

It’s a tour de force of 
uproarious laughter and tears, 
accompanied by a gorgeous 
genre-melding orchestral score 
from Michael Giacchino that 
tugs the heartstrings. 

Screenwriters Jared Bush and 
Phil Johnston engineer plentiful 
hairpin twists and turns, 
mining comedy from 
mammalian traits while 
underscoring each bravura set 
piece with valuable life lessons 
about prejudice, tolerance and 
teamwork. 

Neat visual gags abound 
including, a small time weasel 
criminal selling bootleg DVDs of 
Disney animations Wreck-It 
Rhino and Wrangled, or familiar

customers. 

Zootropolis even cheekily 
pokes fun at Frozen’s song of 
empowerment, Let It Go, before 
unleashing its own infectious 
anthem, Try Everything, sung to 
the rafters by Shakira in the 
guise of a chart-topping 
savannah diva called Gazelle. 

Bunnyburrow carrot farmer 
Stu Hopps (voiced by Don Lake) 
and wife Bonnie (Bonnie Hunt) 
try to dissuade their daughter 
Judy (Ginnifer Goodwin) from 
pursuing her dream of 
becoming the first serving 
rabbit police officer in 
Zootropolis. 

“If you don’t try anything new, 
you'll never fail,” chirpily 
professes Stu. 

Unperturbed, Judy earns her 
police badge as part of the 
Mammal Inclusion Initiative 
championed by Mayor Leodore 
Lionheart (JK Simmons) and his 
diminutive second in command, 
Assistant Mayor Dawn 
Bellwether (Jenny Slate). 

Judy is initially assigned to 
traffic duty by Chief Bogo (Idris 
Elba), who doubts her abilities. 

In order to prove her worth, 
the new cop on the block vows to 
solve the case of a missing 
resident. 

“T will give you 48 hours to find 
Emmitt Otterton. You strike out, 
you resign,” growls Chief Bogo, 
sensing an opportunity to rid 
himself of the bouncing bunny. 

With the clock ticking, Judy 
gathers evidence from 
concerned wife Mrs Otterton 
(Octavia Spencer) and implores 


acon artist fox called Nick Wilde 
(Jason Bateman) to help her 
break the case. 

Working with an animal who 
should be her sworn enemy, 
Judy stumbles upon a grand 
conspiracy involving Arctic 
shrew Mr Big (Maurice 
LaMarche), who presides over 
the criminal fraternity in 
Tundratown with his polar 
henchbears. 

Zootropolis is 108 minutes of 
unadulterated joy, rendered in 
exquisitely detailed animation. 

A protracted sequence 
involving a three-toed sloth 
called Flash (Raymond S Persi), 
who works Department of 
Mammal Vehicles, is nothing 
short of genius.

Matthew Oxenhay leads a 2.5 kids 
kind of life.

THE latest buzzword in modern 
motoring is connectivity — and 
few cars come better connected 
than the sleek new Astra.

Built in Cheshire, the car was 
developed in the UK with plenty 
of testing on English and Welsh 
roads and it shows - it drives re- 
ally well. 

Priced from £15,295 on-the- 
road, it competes head-on with 
the Volkswagen Golf and the 
SEAT Leon in the family hatch- 
back sector. 

The lean Astra looks good in- 
side and out and has more space 
inside than its predecessor, even 
though the new model is smaller 
on the outside. 

Power on the test car came 
from a new 150 horsepower, four- 
cylinder, 1.4-litre turbocharged 
petrol engine, which is one of 
the stars of the new engine 
range. 

Mated to a six-speed gearbox 
as standard, it is powerful, quiet 
and remarkably economical, 
with 50mpg in day-to-day. 

The range of lighter, effi- 
cient engines, a host of safety 


systems, prices lower than its 
predecessor, and plenty of new 
technology, add to the appeal of 
the most streamlined Astra yet 
built. 

Leading the way in technol- 
ogy is the OnStar system that 
turns the new Astra into a 4G 
mobile Wi-Fi hotspot, allowing 
up to seven devices, from smart- 
phones to tablets, to be connect- 
ed simultaneously. 

The OnStar system _ gives 
touch-of-a-button connection 
with a UK-based contact centre 
which can deliver roadside as- 
sistance or navigation help. If

Safety on the road 


Call goes out to cut drink-drive limit 


ROAD safety and breakdown 
organisation GEM Motoring Assist 
says the UK government must now 
accept that the drink-drive limit in 
England and Wales is too high. 

The organisation calls for an 
immediate commitment to 
reducing the limit, combined with 
increased police activity to enforce 
the law. The demand follows the 
publication of the new ‘Fit to 
Drive’ report by the Parliamentary 
Advisory Committee for Transport 
Safety, showing alcohol 
impairment continues to bea 
major contributory factor to 
crashes. 

About 4.5 fatal collisions every 
week in 2013 (the most recent 


figures available) were related to 
drink-driving. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams said: “It is believed that 
reducing the limit from 
80mg/100ml to 50mg/100ml 
would save about 25 lives and 95 
serious injuries every year. 

“Additionally, there is excellent 
technology available to make 
simple, effective roadside breath 
tests a reality. 

“After all, it is now 11 years since 
Parliament made provision for 
roadside evidential breath-testing, 
which would greatly increase the 
number of tests carried out by 
police officers, and reduce the vast 
burden of paperwork which 


an OnStar adviser will send the 
destination directly to the car’s 
navigation system. 

You can also download the 
MyVauxhall app which gives 
OnStar contact from anywhere 
via a smartphone, for example, 
if the car has been stolen, needs 
to be located and the ignition 
blocked at some point.
